THE FRITZ KUHN CASE 


Irrespective of the jury's verdict in the 


case of Hitler's gauleiter to America, the 
evidence petered out rather sadly in most 
substantial particulars. An accountant for 
the state made a mistake of §4,000, and 
there was a failure to credit Kuhn for an- 
other $600 repaid. 


Kuhn, like Browder, is just a wild, ges- 


ticulating galoot, living off the credulous, 
half baked, and those who have a particu- 
lar butcher knife to sharpen. Cut off from 
Bund implications, his case would hardly 
rate a justice court marking. 


But it should provide Doctor Gallup 


an interesting question to submit to the 
American people. "We would like to know 
their answers when queried concerning 
the offense with which Kuhn was charged. 
"Was it intended blgan^? Or was it breach 
of promise? Was it lack of loyalty to his 
spouse or a failure to remember his ob- 
ligations to Bund members? Was it be- 
cause of treason to Washington, Lincoln 
or Hitler? Certainly the evidence permit- 
ted at the trial was likely to lead the 
reader far astray in coming to any precise 
conclusions. 


In fact, Kuhn was charged with lar- 


ceny, embezzlement and forgery. And if 
the people concluded that the court per- 
mitted a very wide latitude in the evi- 
dence it admitted, they must also realize 
that Kuhn "asked for it" when he charged 
that the entire trial was purely a political 
plot. 


^ The charge of larceny and embezzle- 


ment were based upon the Bund consti- 
"tntion "which made Kuhn one of those 
accountable lor funds. 
We nourish the 


old fashioned notion in this country that 
all officials of corporations, societies or 
organizations are held to a certain stand- 
ard of honesty in dealing with the funds 
that happen to come into their hands. 
Kuhn answered this with, evidence that 
despite the Bund's constitution, "the lead- 
er principle" prevailed in that organiza- 
tion. Caning it the leader principle is bap- 
tizing it sweetly enough, but in ordinary 
parlance it means that the burliest and 
noisiest who gets his fist upon the money 
first may do what he pleases with it 
That is hardly in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of Washington and Lincoln to which 
the Bund so vociferously gave lip service. 


But from the evidence, we concluded 


that Kuhn made two major errors. He 
tripped over a much married blonde, and 
he mixed-up -with his lawyer. 


Unbeknown to this swashbuckling 


statesman of a future America, the little 
blonde -was thoroughly experienced. She 
not only kept all letters, but even the 
notes he wrote her on shipboard. That 
was hardly a gallant way to treat a fellow 
voyager on the Atlantic who proposed 
marriage in the middle of the ocean after 


" the fourth bottle of wine. 


Kuhn admitted drawing a check for 


$500 payable to himself and claimed the 
money went to pay his lawyer. The law- 
yer declared he never got the money and 
that, anyway, his charge was only $250. 


If one were to write a moral, Aesop- 


wise, he could make a double jointed one 
out of this little case: always pay vour 
lawyer and never write an experienced 
blonde.

MAKING A FARCE OF PICKETING 
Some time ago New York's mayor 


declared, with more color than necessary, 
that "No one has a right to picket God." 


The statement was induced because of 


a threat of organized picketing upon cer- 
tain New York churches among whose 
leaders opinions were held that were dis- 
tasteful to the would-be picketers. 


And now along comes the American 


Civil Liberties Union, an organization 
that has done some excellent strokes for 
liberty of conscience and of persons and 
occasionally has gone as haywire as Fer- 
dinand the Bull, and takes Mayor La 
Guardia sternly to task for the "dangerous 
implications" of his order against such 
picketing. 
The Union writes that the 


mayor is arrogating to himself the deter- 
mination of when picketing becomes im- 
proper and that 'The grounds upon which 
you appear to act indicate the question is 
one of public policy . . . and should be 
handled by the appropriate law making 
body." 


Appropriate law making bodies, all the 


way from the people who wrote their con- 
stitutions to the legislatures that have 
passed laws under 
those 
constitutions, 


have already spoken. The right of relig- 
ious freedom is being sadly confused by 
the Union with the right of picketing, 
a privilege that has been accorded organ- 
ized labor solely for the purpose of trying 
to equalize the weapons that exist between 
labor and capital when they happen to 
come to controversy. 


All persons under our system are giv- 


en the right of public protest. They may 
employ this right by marching to a public 
place and delivering themselves of ad- 
dresses and resolutions. 
This right is 


valuable because it obtains the desired 
publicity concerning their grievances. And 
publicity is the avenue to correction. 


Mayor La Guardia did not seek to pre- 


vent any order or organization from mak- 
ing a protest against any acts taken by 
churches, their officers or congregations. 
He sought only to deny them the right of 
picketing church edifices because of these 
differences of opinion. And in that par- 
ticular he was entirely right, and the 
Civil Liberties Union entirely wrong. 


Sometimes it appears that there is an 


organized attempt to burlesque labor's 
right of picketing and to make it hateful 
in the eyes of the public. If it ever be- 
comes hateful, let it only arrive at that 
point because of what labor does and not 
because of what may be done by any sort 
of an organization, dyspeptic, cantanker- 
ous or otherwise, that seeks to employ it. 


While new laws are not necessary, 


and certainly should not be recommended' 
a new and clearer conception of the right 
of picketing may be essential. Picketing 
should be limited entirely to labor dis- 
putes. It should not be permitted use in 
other controversies. 


A while ago, the Reds and their Fel- 


low Travelers started picketing the con- 
sulates and embassies in this country of 
every government against which 
they 


were at the time, somewhat sore. Their 
only purpose was to annoy. They had no 
constructive idea that they were gaining 
any intelligent end. 
They got exactly 


nowhere. But as a result, Congress passed 
a special act, prohibiting the picketing of 
embassies in Washington. 


If run-away picketing continues, if 


churches were to be picketed because of 
differences in dogma, if judges were to 
be picketed because of decisions and jur- 
ies were to be picketed because of verdicts 
the upshot would be a convulsive hatred 
against all picketing and, therefore, its ab- 
olition. 


Mayor La Guardia, a practical man, 


issued a sensible order. It would be well 
if the country followed the reasoning that 
underlies it.

Old-line officers have always em- 


phasized seaworthiness. They need 
go back only to the World War to 
point out that efforts 
of bright 


young officers to put more and more 
gadgets on the Ford eagle boats 
brought a naval scandal. These, in 
original design, were seaworthy. By 
the time all the- surplus gadgets 
were installed they began tipping 
over even in smooth water. 


Changes in design in the past half 
>zen years indicates the present 
drift The Farragut class, of 1933 and 
1934. 
carried eight torpedo tubes 


neatly balanced in the center-line of 
the ship, so that they could fire to 
either side. They had five 5-inch 
guns and reputedly could do 41 
knots—about 46 miles an hour—in a 
pinch. 


The Craven class of 1937 had 4- 


inch guns, but carried 12 torpedo 
tubes, six on a side. They" are prob- 
ably faster than the Farragut class 
although the navy keeps their speed 
a secret. 


New Powerhouse Ship 


Then comes the Hammann class, 


about which the controversy arises. 
Reputedly they are as fast or faster 
than the Craven class. In addition 
they carry 16 torpedo tubes, four 
more than the Craven class and 
have a double deck bank of guns 
forward. 


It makes them a powerhouse. But 
to this topside weight, other features 
designed to make them even more 
rugged were added. The navy now 
says that all in all an effort was 
made to make them too tough. 


They work fine in smooth water, 
but when one had its test in rough 
water, it took a high sea on a full-

You can usually- tell a good player 


by his habit of studying the dummy 
for a minute or so before playing to 
the opening trick. The value of such 
a perusal is so well known that few 
declarers with any claim to skill fail 
to employ it What do the defenders 
usually do when declarer goes into 
this brief huddle? If the first glance 
assures them that the opening lead 
has not been totally disastrous both 
of them sit back thinking of the last 
movie they've seen or a hand they 
played* last week, or something of 
that sort. They simply wait lor de- 
clarer to make his play. 


This, of course, is a terrific waste 


of a very important opportunity. 
Both defenders should try to deter- 
mine what line of play probably 
will be adopted and -what measures 
of defense should be taken. This of- 
ten enables a defender to make a 
neat defensive play later on, with- 
out a fatal, telltale hesitation. Fur- 
thermore, the defense may stand or 
fall on the play to the first trick. 
Today's hand falls into the latter 
category.

If East had been concentrating on 


the hand when the opening lead was 
made he would have had a better 
chance to defeat the contract West's 
failure to support spades at any 
time, in addition to his choice of the 
spade jack, made it apparent that 
he did not have a four card spade 
holding. East could therefore feel 
sure that failure to play the spade 
ace at the first trick would not cost 
any tiling unless South could discard 
all his remaining spades on dum- 
my's diamonds before losing the 
lead.
